street. 
The car stopped 
and 
twoj 
men got out and walked away. Dan­ 
iels found one of the men standing in 
the doorway at Heuer's Sample Shoe 
Store. 
The officer asked his man to 
explain his business there at 
that 
time of the night. 
The stranger an­ 
swered by saying he was "looking for 
a hotel”. 
The two exchanged a few 
more words, 
and 
then 
the 
fellow 
"gave himself up” saying his com­ 
panions had "a car full of 
liquor”, 
and suggested that he and the officer 
"go get them". 
Daniels blew 
his 
whistle for Masterson, private watch­ 
man for the Matthews 
block, 
who 
came 
imm ediately.

stranger 
then turned the tables by flashing his 
gun and suggesting "taking a walk”. 
The officers were relieved of 
their 
guns 
and 
Daniels’ flashlight 
and 
handkerchief.

Daniels on the quality of his revolv­ 
er, the stranger removed the shells 
and threw the two "rods” into shrub­

nearly 3:00 o’clock, the host of the

walking expedition warned his guest> I 
not to make an alarm for thirty min­ 
utes, walked to the hard road 
and I 
disappeared. 
Gid then called Kendall, 
hut the 
latter could find no one on the streets. 
The revolvers 
were 
found on the I 
Matthews place 
early 
Wednesday I 
morning. 
The captives said latei that 
other 
men answered the stranger’s whistle 
while the "cotton party” was in pro-1 
grass. 
It seems as though the car 
was brought near the field, but 
the 
officers are at a loss to 
know 
how 
many made the trip and how many,I 
if any, were left in town. 
Several theories prevail in explan­ 
ation of the bold aduction, it is be­ 
lieved that a cargo of whisky 
was 
transported into or 
through 
town 
during the night, others hold 
that 
some of the strangers, five men and j 
two women were “looking th e town 
over" in the meantime in preparation 
for a "job” to be pulled later. 
The whole procedure took place in 
the dark and neither of the officers 
recognized 
the 
strangers. 
Officerl 
Daniels was able 
to give 
a 
fairly 
good description of his lone host. 
That the whole plan and its cxe-1 
cution was the work of experts 
is! 
indicated by the fact that the abduo I 
tors handled all articles belonging tol 
the offieres with 
handkerchiefs 
to 
prevent leaving finger prints. 
The 
officers 
said they 
were questioned 
about the number of officers in town, 
and their duties before 
they 
were I 
finally released. 
During the march 
to the country along Highway fil, the 
officers were forced to lie down when­ 
ever a car met the party. 
Thus far investigation hus reveal­ 
ed that no building in town was en­ 
tered while the officers were held cap­ 
tive. 
The car used by the party 
is 
said to have traveled north at a high 
rate of speed.

To vote 75 million dollars of road bonds, considering the 
position of the State Hoad construction a*s of 1930, and 
the road fund finances, is unnecessary. 


To pay 70 millions of interest out of 397 millions surplus 
funds from 2*eent gas tax and license fees for advancing 
the road work for an average of two years, would be waste­ 
ful and foolish but NOT disastrous. 


To write into the Constitution all road law, good, bad, and 
obsolete, would be disastrous 
No part of the road law is 
now in tbe Constitution. 


To divide surplus funds between the counties on the ba»is 
of area and population, disregarding COST, is unfair to 
the counties, w ill unbalance the road system, is unjust to 
those who pay the taxes, and t# both dishonest aud 
disastrous. 


To exempt special interest# from Increased taxation for ten 
rears, is unthinkable. 


To write ten provisions covering mileage of additional roads, 
etc., into the Constitution, would be an irreparable mistake. 


If the road bond Amendment is adopted, it fastens on the 
S ta te a commission that w ill not be responsible either to 
the people or the Governor.

unable to speud more than 12 millions a year, or the funds 
have been withheld for bond campaign purposes.

plants whose roots have been severed 
by 
gophers. 
More 
frequently 
the 
plants show a characteristic dwarfed 
condition with foliage pale gfteen or 
yellow. After each successive cutting 
the new steins are shorter and even­ 
tually the plant die§. 
The Injury is 
due to bacteria entering the under­ 
ground parts of the plant, causing 
alterations which may be observed 
readily in the roots. 
Winter Injury is most evident iu the 
taproot, and is characterised by par­ 
tial destruction of the root and crown 
hark and a hollowing and decay of the 
roots. 
The destruction of the root 
bark affords easy access for the wilt 
bacteria. 
Winter injury re-nilts from 
the killing of buds and parts of the 
crow» and rout« by severe cold. 
“The most important method of can­ 
toriling the wilt disease,” say the au 
thors, ‘‘is probably the prevention of 
the conveyance of bacteria h.v water 
from old diseased plant* to young 
Melds, especially In the spring when 
many 
plants 
have 
wounds. 
Care 
should be taken to avoid carrying the 
bacteria to new field« in fragments of 
stems of diseased plants, with un­ 
cleaned seed, or With manure. 
If the 
disease is present In a Meld. Its dis­ 
tribution h.v the knives of the mower 
can probably !>e avoided to some ex­ 
tent by mowing when the plants are 
free from surface moisture.” 
The use of hardy varieties of al­ 
falfa resistant to winter injury does 
not always prevent damage by bac­ 
terial wilt, but the authors believe It 
may reduce loss from this cau*e. 


Moldy Silage Caused by 
the Condition of Com 
Condition of the corn at ensiling 
lime and not poor packing Is the cause 
of moldy and inferior quality silage, 
according ro recent experiments con­ 
ducted h.v the Wisconsin Agricultural 
Experiment 
station. 
To 
eliminate 
moldy silage, corn should be ensiled 
shortly after it Is dented. 
Corn that Is over-ripe, wilted or 
frozen when put into the silo carries 
large amounts of air. 
¡Several day» 
elapse before I he oxygen is exhausted 
In the silage process and it is during 
this period thst molds make rapid 
growth. 
in testing out their theories, the men 
working on the problem hurled three 
empty crates in silage at varying 
depths at the time the silo was filled. 
In late winter or spring, when the 
crates were dug out as the silage was 
fed, no signs of spoilage were found 
around the crates. 


Millet Hay Too Low in 
Protein for Cow Feed 
Millet hay is too low In protein con­ 
tent to make good feed for cows un­ 
less supplemented with high protein 
feeds. 
Hence, millet hay doe* not 
give good nourishment to cows when 
fed alone, and this may cause several 
kinds of troubles In a herd. 
Millet 
hay, when cut at proper stage of ma­ 
turity, is a fairly good hay If supple­ 
mented. but If allowed to ripen seed 
the threshed straw has little value as 
feed for cows, though It may he used 
In a maintenance ration for horses. 
For good quality of seed it should be 
allowed to stand until about fully 
ripe, but the straw does not have any 
high value for feed.

at during the entire war under Con­ 
gressional guarantee’ 
“On May first. 1918. Mr. Hoover, 
then Food Administrator, In a public 
address declared* 
" T agree with the contention ot 
•ome farmers that they would be get­ 
ting $6 and perhape $10 a bushel for 
thetr wheat if it had not been for the 
restraint imposed by the government.’ 
"I repeat that either Senator Borah 
and 
other Republican 
leaders are 
wholly ignorant of the ’record’ which 
Senator Borah so persistently quotes, 
er he or they are guilty of fraud.

Fo r the reasons given below, and others, we are opposed 
to the adoption of Proposition No. 3: 


To vote 75 million dollars of road bonds, considering the 
position of the State Road construction as of 1930, and 
the road fund finances, is unnecessary. 


To pay 70 millions of interest out of 397 millions surplus 
funds from 2*eent ga* tax and license fees for advancing 
the road work for an average of two years, would be w aste 
ftil and foolish but VO T disastrous. 


To write into the Constitution all road law, good, bad, and 
obsolete, would be disastrous 
No part of the road law is 
now in the Constitution. 


To divide surplus funds between the counties on the ba-is 
of area and population, disregarding COST, is unfair to 
the counties, w ill unbalance the road system, is unjust to 
those who pay the taxes, and is both dishonest and 
disastrous. 


To exempt special interests from Increased taxation for ten 
years, is unthinkable. 


To write ten provisions covering mileage of additional roads, 
etc., into the Constitution, would be an irreparable mistake. 


If the road bond Amendment is adopted, it fastens on the 
State a commission that will not be responsible either to 
the people or the Governor. 


The remedy; Yrote NO on Constitutional Amendment No. 3. 
The next Legislature can, snd doubtless will, amend the 
preseut rosd law allowing funds to be used where needed, 
and all the primary and secondary roads can be all- 
weather roads by 1930. and aid extended to the counties 
for real farm to market roads in 1929, without increas­ 
ing gas tax. 


About 12 millions of dollars were or will be paid out for new 
roads in 1928, on the present pay-as-we go plan. 
There 
are nearly 
million* cash in the road fund as of October 
1, 1928. and much of this will be ou hand at the end of 
the year, not under contract, either for the reason that 
the obsolete law will not permit the Highway Commis­ 
sion to let the money, or the Highway Department us 
unable to speud more than 12 million* a year, or the funds 
have been withheld for bond campaign purposes. 
The 
proponents may explain for wh ieh of the*e reason* this 
money i* not spent in 1928.

Bacterial wilt and w inter Injury 
have caused, tn recent y ean , serious 
injury to alfalfa in many alfalfa grow­ 
ing sections of the country. The two 
injuries ere definitely distinct, and 
eitiier may occur without the other, 
although 
winter 
injury 
frequently 
gives rise to conditions which make 
for the more rapid and destructive de­ 
velopment of bacterial w ilt 
F. R. Jones and J. L. Weltner of the 
bureau of plant Industry are authors 
of Circular 89-0, Bacterial Wilt end 
W inter Injury of Alfalfa, Just off the 
press and available fbr free dietribu 
tion by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, Washington. 
Bacterial wilt may eause the plant 
to wilt during hot weather of spring 
or summer, and undOT this condition 
the plants die Immediately, resembling 
plants whose roots have been severed 
by 
gophers. 
More 
frequently 
Die 
plants show a characteristic dwarfed 
condition with foliage pels gieen er 
yellow. 
After each successive cutting 
the new sterna are shorter and even­ 
tually the plant diee. 
The Injury is 
dne to bacteria entering the under­ 
ground parts of the plant, causing 
alteratlpns which may be observed 
readily In the roots. 
Winter Injury is most evident In the 
taproot, and is characterised by par­ 
tial destruction of the root and crown 
hark find a hollowing and decay of the 
room. 
The destruction of the root 
bark affords easy access for the wilt 
bacteria. 
Winter Injury results from 
the killlne of buds and parts of the 
crowu and roof* by M*vere cold. 
“The most impm-taut method of coa- 
tri lllng the wilt disease," say the su 
thors, “Is probably the prevention of 
the conveyance of hncterla by water 
from old dlxeaKcd plant* to young 
fields, especially In the spring when 
many 
plants 
have 
wounds. 
Care 
should be taken to avoid carrying the 
bacterlo to new field* Id fragments of 
stems of disea-ed plants*, with un­ 
cleaned seed, or with manure. 
If the 
disease is present in a field. Its dis­ 
tribution by the knives of the mower 
can probably be avoided to some ex­ 
tent by mowing when the plants are 
free from surface moisture.” 
The use of hardy varieties of al­ 
falfa resistant to winter injury does 
not always prevent damage by bac­ 
terial wilt, hut the authors believe It 
may reduce loss from this cause.

this period that molds make rapid 
growth. 
In testing out their theories, the men 
working on the problem burled three 
empty crates In silage at varying 
depths st the time the silo waa filled. 
In late winter or spring, when the 
crates were dug out as the silage was 
fed, no signs of spoilage were found 
around the crates. 


Millet Hay Too Low in 
Protein for Cow Feed 
Millet hay Is too low In protein con­ 
tent to make good feed for cows un­ 
less supplemented with high protein 
feeds. 
Hence, millet hay does not 
give good nourishment to cows when 
fed alone, and this may cause several 
kinds of troubles In a herd. 
Millet 
hay, when cut at proper stage of ma­ 
turity, Is a fairly good hay If supple­ 
mented, but If allowed to ripen seed 
the threshed straw has little value as 
feed for cows, though it may be used 
in a maintenance ration for horses.
